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IVE US OPEN PRIMARIES. 
Gevernment by commission in Caltfor- 
mia has been fairly challenged. An “Asso- 
ciation for the Betterment of Public Serv- 
ice” has been formed in Los Angeles coun- 
ty. Gimilar associations are forming in a 
number of other counties of the State. The 
avoupd purpose is te reduce the extravagau! 
cost of gevernment in California. To use 
the words of President Barker of the Leos 
Angeles county association, “The State gov- 
erument has gone legisiation mad and com- 
mission mad.” The first effensive of the 
new association will be against the plunder. 
bund that has control of the State Legis 
lature. Before sane and economica) govern: 
ment can be scoured men of known probity, 
Sanity and intelligence must be elected to 
legislative office. The finaricial policy of the 
State government at present is wholly dom- 
timated by the State machine. The hundred 
and edd commissioners of the forty fat com 
missions and their 2000 retainera are see 


ing to dictate a legislative slate for the State 


primaries in both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. If they control the party 
nominations, all opportunity of reducing the 


expenses of the State for next year will have 


been lost. None of those commissions has 
reduced its force or pay roll in order to re 
lease men and money to help win the war, 
If they have not dene so this year, it is mor. 
ally certain that they will not do so next 
year. But six weeks remain to get the right 
men in line for the next Assembly. If they 
are not nominated in the August primaries 
they will not be elected in November; and 


it is equally certain that they will not be- 


‘nominated in the primaries if their peti- 
tions are not filed with the Secretary of 
State within the next two weeks. 
II. 

H® greatest handicap to the nomination 

of good men at the primary election is 
the so-called direct primary itself, The Call- 
fornia primary law now in effect was framed 
and forced through the Legislature by the 
political mercenaries of the forty fat com- 
missions. It is go worded that the incum- 
bents have a great advantage over those on 
the outside. Its whole purpose is to keep 
the government and finances of the State 


Before there can be genuine reform in 
California, before the cost of government 
can be reduced to the average of other 
States of like population, the election laws 
of the State must be so amended that other 
than self-nominations will not be prohibited. 
Take the present instance. An association 
has been formed for the purpose of select- 
ing legislative candidates pledged to a con- 
solidation of State departments and com- 
missions which will very materially reduce 

@ present cost of State government. Yet 
it will be impossible to designate on the No- 
vember ballot the candidates supported by 
this association. 

There are two recognized ways of nomi- 
nating candidates for public office, by peti- 
tion and by convention. A fair and equi 
table primary law would give to the voters 
the choice of these two systems. But the 
California primary law has been so amended 
that one form of nomination is expressly 
forbidden. Nomination by petition is made 
the only form; nomination by convention 
(without petition) is not possible under the 
law. 

The Times does not presume to set up the 
claim that nomination by convention is the 


only way to secure representative cand. 


dates. We would be just as strongly op 
posed to a primary law which prohibited 
nomination by petition as we are to the 
present one that prohibits nomination 
by convention. The Times asserts that 
the only fair way is to give the can- 
didates and the voters their choice. The 
Times holds that a State law under which 
no candidate can state his platform officially 
before he is nominated is a perversion of 
good government. The Times holds that a 
party platform which is drafted by the can- 
didates after their nomination is morally 
certain to be a platform which favors the 
tax-eaters at the expense of the taxpayers. 
Here the judgment of Solomon surely ap- 
plies. If nomination by petition is superior 
to nomination by convention, then the can- 
didates so nominated would win in the gen- 
eral election. The very fact that not one 
candidate in a hundred nominated by peti- 
tion would win if the convention form of 
nomination were permitted is in itself an 
unanswerable arraigument of a law which 
permits so-called direct nominations only. 
It is true that many conventions in the past 
have been dominated by political machines; 
but the protection against such domination 
‘ig afforded by the alternative of nomination 
by petition. A candidate who loses in the 
convention should be permitted to get his 
name on the ballot by petition if he and his 
friends so desire. Some of the politicians 
may urge that a man who has gone into a 
convention should be forced to abide by its 
decision. This may be ethically true; but 
the restriction has been abused. Fairness 
is to be found im latitude for nominations, 


not in restrictions. 8 


ALIFORNIA'S government has been bad 
for a generation. But it has never been 
80 extravagant and so dictatoriai as at the 
present time. The real reign of the ma- 
chine began when a closed primary law was 
passed which prohibited nomination by con- 
vention. It will not be ended until that in- 
hibition is removed. In most of the Ameri- 
can States the primaries are open. A can- 
didate makes his choice and the voter 
makes his choice. But the California direct 
primary law permits nomination by peti- 
tion only. And in that provision resides the 
unfair advantage of the State machine. 
Amending that law will not be easy of 
accomplishment. The men who would per- 
mit nomination either by petition or conven- 


ton must first be noriinated in a primary 


open to nomination by petition only. In 
other words, we must beat the machine at 
its own game before the present law can be 
amended, But the history of our republic re- 
veals that the American people have a won- 
derful ability for adapting themselves to ex- 
tating conditions and getting what they want

through the means at hand. Once the elec- 


tors become resolved to throw off the yoke 
of the forty fat commissions, they will be 
able to do so, although it will be at a sac- 
rifice of time and money. That sacrifice is 
the penalty they are paying for having per. 
mitted glib politicians to secure their suf- 
trages 

The first of the many reforms necessary 
in the State government will be cutting out 
the restrictions of the present primary law 
and permitting the widest latitude ip nom- 
ination. We have had enough of a Prussian- 
iged State government; it is time that the 
primaries be thrown open to all citizens and 
associations of citizens. When that is ac- 
complished, the rest will be comparatively 
easy. The forty fat commissions will begin 


to lose weight just as soon as the people 


recapture their own primaries. That is why 
the pay roll brigade is lined up in a solid 
phalanz against any amendment to the pres- 
ent primary laws.

UDGE BLEDSOE’S DECISION. 


The menacé of labor-unton terroriem 


and lewlessness has been lifted from Los 
Angeles by a memorable and patriotic de- 
cision rendered by Federal Judge Bledsoe 


on Thursday, in which the walking dele | 


Fates of the railroad brotherhoods are per 
manentiy enjoined from interfering with 
employees or the business of the Pacific 
Electric Railway. “A man has a right to 
conduct his business without permitting 
members of the unions to interfere with 
it, or he has no rights at all,” affirmed 
Judge Bledsoe. “The instigators of this 
strike are not only out of order with the 


spirit and determination of the American 


people, but are out of keeping with the 
spirit of abstract justice,” he continued. “A 
company has the right of law and the right 
of property just as much as it has a right 
to exist, and it has a right to conduct its 
business as an open shop if it desires to 
do 80. 
the attorney for the walking dele- 
the railroad brotherhoods started 
plea for the right of his clients 


a 
enter the shops of the railway and seek 


to influence its employees to quit work, 
Judge Bledsoe interrupted him with the 
pertinent query, “Have you the right to 
enter my house?” The attorney replied 


the same thing,” pursued the judge. “The 
Pacific Blectric Railway has a right to run 
us own property. It has a right 
to close its shops against the railway 
brotherhoods if it so desires.” 

If the principles involved in Judge Bled- 
soe’s decision are generally enfotced 
throughout the country, there is likely to 
be a marked slump in the stock of the 
amalgamated association of walking dele- 
gates. When Judge Bledsoe affirmed that 
the action of the walking delegates is “out 
of order with the spirit and determination 


of the American people” he was warning 


them that they are treading perilously close 
to the frontiers of disloyalty. At one point 
in hig opinion, which was rendered orally 
because Judge Bledsoe held it of supreme

| importance that the encroachments of the {1 


walking delegates should be stopped with- 


out an hour's further delay, the judge ob- 
served warningly: “These men want the 
| United States to succeed in the war, else 


they would not be in this court, but in the 


penitentiary where they would belong.” 


Then he proceeded to explain that their 
action, if permitted to continue, would be 
a serious menace to the successful prose 
cution of war work now in progress in and 
about Los Angeles. The inference is plain— 
further attempts on the part of the rajlway 
brotherhoods to stir up labor dissensions in 
Judge Biedsoe's district will cause their 
representatives to be imprisoned or in- 
terned as disloyalists. 


Stripped of all extraneous matter, the 
question at issue between the Pacific Elec 
tric Ratiway and the railroad brotherhoods 
is whether the unions shall be permitted 
to proceed on the Prussian theory that they 
have the right to do whatever they have 
the might to do. The minimum of the de- 
mands of the brotherhoods was the recog- 
nition of the railway unions. They sought 
to force the management of the Pacific 
Biectric Railway to make its contracts for 
labor with the brotherhoods and not with 
its own employees. The management pro- 
tested, a strike was called and about one- 
third the employees of the company 
stopped in a body at a time when a tie-up 
of the cars would oceasion the greatest 
inconvenience to the traveling public. The 
Federal government here stepped in and 
placed armed marines on a number of the 
cars to prevent interference with operation 
by the strikers. The Federal Court then 
issued an order, now made permanent, re- 
straining the walking delegates of the 
brotherhoods from persisting. in their at- 
tempts to force the company to unionize 
ite shops. 


Friends of industrial freedom have right 


eous cause to refoice. There is a bit of 
blue sky ahead. The reign of lawlessness 
by the union despots has been checked by 
the mailed fist of the law. The right of 
the employer to conduct his own business 
has not wholly departed. A man’s business is 


his fortress, jus: as his house is his castle. 


He has both the legal and the moral right 
to defend them against the intrusion of un- 
desirables. The walking delegates have 
not yet succeeded in revising or repealing 
the Constitution of the United States.

City Attor- 
ney Munger of Pasadena cbiected 
to certain proposed increases in lo- 
cal rates there, saying that in some 
oases the advance in cost of riding 
on Pasadena lines would be 100 per 
cent.

Need at Terminal Island is 


COUNC ILMEN IN 
TILT OVER ROAD 


Told by Farmer. 


Is Essential to Progress of 
Shipbuilding. 


Other Members, However, 
Vote for a Delay. 


President Farmer of the City 
Council yesterday accused his col- 
leagues of stalling“ when they voted 
to delay the buiiding of a road on 
Terminal Island, between the plant 
of the Southwestern Shipbuitiding 
Company and an improved highway 
leading to Los Angeles proper. He 
told them that nothing could be 
gained by further delay, that each 
member knows exactly what is 
wanted and he held that it is a 
patriotic duty to construct the road 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The Council members took issue 
with the president, each deciaring 
himself to be in favor of anything 
that will help win the war, but not 
ready to railroad any proposition. 
The discussion followed the read- 
ing of a request from T. W. Ransome, 
chief inspector of the United States 
Shipping Board, that a road be 
constructed at once. He said it is 
essential to progress in the harbor 
and must be built if the city expects 
the Southwestern Shipbuilding Com- 
pany to carry out its big contracts. 


NEED OF THE ROAD. 


It was originally proposed that 
Los Angeles build a road to connect 
with an improved highway in Long 
Beach. Some objection was raised 
to this proposition upon the ground 
that if a road is built it should 
throw business into Los Angeles 
rather than a neighboring city. 
“You should take into considera- 
tion the fact that Long Beach is in 
the United States just as much as 
Los Angeles is.“ said President 
Farmer. “It is not laudable for this 
Council to quibble over extraneous 
matters when the.object is to build 
A road and build it at once. I am 
satisfied that the people will back 
up the Council in any step toward 
the construction of a road that will 
the shipbuilders.” 

. Councilman Mallard retorted that 
the people elected the Council to 
be on the square and look after 
their interests. “That is true 
enough,” President Farmer replied, 
“but I tMmsist that the Council can- 
not be on the square with the pub- 
lic unless it does the patriotic 
thing. 

TALK OF FERRYBOAT. 


Notwithstanding the protest by 
President Farmer, the Council in- 
structed the Harbor Commission to 
prepare an estimate of the cost of 
building a road to the ferry landing 
on Terminal Island and the probable 
cost of a ferryboat to run across 
the channel to Fifth street, San Pe- 
dro. 

Mr. Farmer said he nad talked 
with Capt. Pillsbury and others, who 
told him that it would not be feasi- 
ble to negotiate now for a ferry- 
boat. 

am going to present a resolu- 
tion tomorrow calling for immedi- 
ate action,” Mr. Farmer said. 
suppose it will be turned down, but 
I have promised to report to the 
government the attitude of the 
Council and will certainly do so.” 

“| assume from that statement 
that you are trying to intimidate 
the Council.“ said Mr. Mallard. 

“Take it anyway you like.” Mr. 
Farmer replied, but that is exactly 
what I am going to do.’ 

It was decided by the Council to 
go to the harbor next Monday to 
look over the situation. 


Clark Evans, who described him-

Evans prom- 
ised. 

Another Released. 

A. R. Campbell, 41 years old, ar- 
rested on a charge of Espionage Act 
violation, was released from custody 
by orders of the Department of Jus- 
tice yesterday. In view of the reti- 
cence of Federal officials the specific 
charge against Campbell was not 
made public. He was arrested by 
A. C. Dennison, special government 
agent. 
For Dodging Draft. 
Armanack Artemian, an Ar- 
‘menian, will have an examination to“ 
morrow morning before United 
States Commissioner Long following 
his arraignment yesterday on a 
charge of evading the draft law. He 
was held in $1000 bonds.
